PROGRESS OF RADIO 
THROUGH THE YEARS 


Wireless Research Began Long 
Ago, But Development Has 
Been Swift Lately. 


Wireless 
research 
started 
many, 
years ago, as far back even as 1827. 
Even the radio telephone is not a re­ 
cent perfection; rather it is that intro­ 
duction to the layman of the human 
voice and music has suddenly popular­ 
ized something that wireless men had 
thought a pastime or amusement. Here 
is the chronological record of wire­ 
less: 
1827—It was found that the mag­ 
netic discharge from a leyden jar 
would magnetise a steel needle. 
1831 — Electro-magnetic 
Induction 
was discovered between two entirely 
separate circuits by Michael Faraday. 
1837—Cooke 
and 
Wheatstone 
of 
London, England, and Morse of the 
United States take out first patent for 
electric telegraph. 
1838—K. A. Steinhell of Munich 
suggested that a system of wireless 
telegraphy could be established after 
hl9 discovery of the use of the earth 
return. 
1840-nJoseph Henry (U. S. A.) pro­ 
duced the first high-frequency elec- 
trie oscillations, and stated that the 
condenser discharge is oscillatory. 
1842 — Wireless experiments were 
made by S. F. B. Morse by electric 
conduction 
through 
water 
across 
Washington canal and across wide 
rivers. 
1843—A wireless system for trans­ 
atlantic communication was suggested. 
1845—W ater was used as a conduct­ 
ing medium in wireless experiments 
across a wide river. 
1849—Intelligible signals were act­ 
ually sent across a river 4,500 feet 
wide in India, but the cost was found 
prohibitive for commercial use. 
18Q7—The electric waves that are 
now utilized In wireless telegraphy 
and telephony wiere predicted in an 


distance of GO miles by radio signals. 
1001—Radio communication started 
with five islands in the Hawaiian 
group. 
The first British ship is fitted 
with the wireless telegraph. 
3002—Radiograph 
signals received 
aboard vessels at eoa at 1,500 statute 
miles. 
Signals received from & dis­ 
tance of 2,000 miles. 
1003—King Edward receives a ra­ 
dio message from President Roosevelt 
High-power stations were ordered by 
the Italian government. 
First trans­ 
atlantic radio message sent. 
Tele­ 
graphic news service for ships at sea 
is started. Marconi knighted in Rus­ 
sia. 
1004—The first press message was 
sent across the sea. 
3905—Patent suit started in New 
York between the Marconi and De For­ 
est company. 
Patent 
for horizontal 
directional 
aerial is taken out. 
This was a great 
step forward in long-distance work. 
1606—International 
conference 
is 
"held in Berlin, at which most of the 
countries of the world are represented. 
1907—The use of steel disks for 
producing notea 
were 
successfully 
tested. 
Radio stations in Ireland and Nova 
Scotia were opened for limited public 
service. 
1906—Radio stations opened for un­ 
limited public service between Great 
Britain and Canada. 
1900—Steamship In collision with an­ 
other off the coast of Florida suc­ 
ceeds In calling assistance by radio. 
1910—Marconi 
receives 
messages 
6,700 miles while on board ship going 
to South America. 
Spanish radio company formed. 
1911—Canadian government leased 
radio stations for 20 year9. 
3912—Radio distress signals from 
the Titanic bring assistance and save 
lives of 700 passengers. 
1918—Tests were made between the 
Eiffel tower In France and the sta­ 
tion at Washington. 
During the trip 
into Central Asia an explorer received

A survey of'the. Western Istates con- 


ducted during the past summer by p": 
thologists of the United, States De- 
partment of Agriculture' Shows that 
•unless adequate measures1 f<>r 
the 


elimination of the mosaic disease of 
potatoes are taken immediately the 
work of potato seed improvement in 
the West will soon become extremely 
difficult, if at all possible. Being of an 
infectious nature, th» disease is spread 
in-tfie field throughout the .summer by 
means of ."insects which carry ^it from 
diseased to healthy plants, and it is 
also transmitted with the seed tubers 
from one generation to another. 


There is no evidence that a plant 


once infected can recover and produce 
a healthy progeny at anytime. On the 
contrary, the infected plants ordinarily 
under certain -environmental condi- 
tions practically cease to produce tu 
bers in the third or/fourth generation 
If only a partial weeding out of the 
worst cases is practiced, the situation 
may be somewhat improved,, though 
not in all cases and by no means per- 
manently. " The mild and the medium 
stages of the disease left in the stock 
serve as perpetual sources of infection 
and eventually the entire Strain be 
comes diseased and is apt to "run out' 
.completely. 


Reduces Yield 30 Per Cent. 


It has been repeatedly demonstrated 


in the Bast that the average reduction 
of yield due to mosatc is about 30 per 
cent., Precisely the same effect'of this 
disease was noted in the case of all the 
varieties grown in" different Western 
states. 
Some remarkable instances 


were observed during the last two 
years of field observations carried on 
'by the department in which the reduc- 
tion of yield in individual hills was in 
direct proportion to the scserity of the 
infection.

The potato acreage in certain irri 


gated sections of the West has been 
increased this year by .one-third as 
compared with that of the last year, 
yet the.yield-in these district? is only 
two-thirds of normal. .Many growers 
complain that where 300.sacks or more 
Avere raised to the'acre in "former 
years, only 100 to 150 sacks are obtain- 
able now. This is in fields under good 
•cultural 
conditions, 
showing, good 


stands and a' high freedom from 
fungus' and bacterial diseases. The 
low yielding quality of the •strains In 
question no doubt, is principally a. 
manifestation of mosaic. The need of 
good seed In'the West is well recog-

only a meager quantity of even rela- 
tively good seed is obtainable. 


There is very little, if any, hope of 


improving badly infected strains of po-

•strains of the various important com- 
mercial varieties. 
Since there is no 


means at present of detecting mosaic 
on the tuber the search should be con- 
fined exclusively to the fields during 
the growing season. When the best 
strains 'are found they should further 
be improved by the annual elimination 
of all-the diseased individuals. 


Specialists Must Be Sought. 


It is necessary to place'this work in 


charge of highly trained specialists, 
since the identification of certain 
minute and peculiar characters of the 
disease requires a considerable experi- 
ence and at great deal of - pathological 
knowledge. Furthermore,- manifesta- 
tions of mosaic under the varied cul- 
tural and climatic conditions" of .the 
West are often very obscure and not 
yet fully understood."

WAY TO PLANT IRISH POTATO 


Crop Not Particularly Adapted to 


.Small Gardens and Requires 


Well-Prepared Soil. 


While Irish potatoes are not adapt- 


ed to growing in the eitremely small 
garden, most gardeners prefer to in- 
clude them In their list.' One peck of 
fseed Irish potatoes will plant about 
300 feet,of row. It seldom pays to 
plant home-grown seed and it is much 
better to use the home-grown pota-.. 
'toes on the table and 'purchase seed 
that has been produced.in some local- 
ity especially adapted for seed grow- 
ing. Potatoes' require a well-pre- 
pared, ' rich soil, and it pays to use 
commercial^ fertilizer, "well 'mixed with 
the soil of the hills or the rows. The 
seed'.should be cut two eyes .to 
each Jpiece, with plenty of potato at- 
tached. On'e piece shouldf be planted 
in each hill and covered'to a depth of 
about: 3% or 4 inches. ^The rows 
-should be at least 30 inches apart and 
the l^ills 12;tp 15 inches apart in the 
row.

function properly,'? Burris said, urg- 
ing all teachers to make an ijitro- 
spe'ction of their methods of teach- 
ing. 


His ideas are based on observa- 


tions he made while on a series of 
visits to schools and meeting with 
county superintendents , in various 
counties during January* and 
Feb- 


ruary. 


He said, lie found that much of 


the teaching was good but some of 
it was very poor. 


"In .many 
cases it was evident 


that the teacher had a fundamen- 
tal grasp of 
the subject 
matter 


upon which she was teaching and 
had made 
the lesson 
assignment 


carefully. In these cases, the reci- 
tations 
were 
so 
conducted as, to 


achieve good results," Burris as- 
serted. 


"Other cases were observed, how- 


ever, in which it was quite v evident

Wireless Research Began Long' 
V Ago, But Development Has 
y. 
Been Swift Lately. 


Wlrelesi research started many, 


yean ago, aa far back even ai 1827. 
Even the radio telephone 1» not a re- 
cent perfection; rather It la that Intro- 
duction to the layman of the human 
voice and music hai cnddenly popular- 
ized something that wireless men had 
thought a pastime or amusement. Here 
is the. chronological record of wire- 
less:

1.827—It was found that the mag- 


netic discharge from a leyden jar, 
would magnetite a steel needle. 


1831 — Electro-magnetic Induction 


was discovered between two entirely; 
separate circuits by Michael Faraday.1

London, England, and Morse of the 
United States take out first patent for 
electric telegraph.

1838—K. A. Stelnhell of Munich' 


suggested that a system of wireless 
telegraphy could be established after 
his-discovery of the use of the earth 
return!

condenser discharge Is oscillatory. 


1842—Wireless experiment! were
